NO REAL PROBLEM.' 


Discussion ; relative to ;the-possible 


problem which, may confront this na- 
tion next fall after the election rela- 
tive^to the-voting of -the members of 
the ^electoral college has brought'out 
many interesting facts. 
The Chris- 


tian Science Monitor, does not believe 
that there is need 
for any 
great 


anxiety and takes'the matter up in 
the following'.manner: 


"With special reference to the elec- 


toral college, it may be said that just 
at present there is a disposition in 
many quarters to. cross a bridge that 
has not been and probably •will not be 
reached. 
It is asserted, for instance, 


that the constitution- is 
so 
vague 


with regard to the duty of the elec- 
tors as .to leave room for serious 
doubt as to whether the elector, hav- 
ing been chosen by the people, is not 
a free agent, to the extent at least, 
of being privileged to vote for whom- 
soever he pleases. The statement at- 
tributed to Thomas W. Latham, nom- 
inated by the Ohio state republican 


"convention a week ago as a presi- 


dential elector from the fourteenth 
congressional district, that if elected 
he will vote for < Mr. Roosevelt, 
not 


withstanding that he was chosen by 
delegates favorable to Mr. Taft, has 
given •additional force to the conten- 
tion that'thereas likely to be a seri- 
ous departure from usage when the 
electoral college assembles. 


"If there is anything vague about 


the constitutional provisions creating 
the electoral college, there is at least 
nothing uncertain about the usage fol- 
lowed'in the application of those pro- 
visions; but the constitutional pro- 
visions, as. a matter of fact, are not 
vague at all. Under these each state 
chooses a number of electors equal to 
the whole number; of members it 
sends to both houses of congress. No 
senator or representative .or person 
holding an office of trust under the 
United States can be appointed an 
elector..• The.electors must be chosen 
on "the same day in all the states, that 
is, on the Tuesday next after'the first 
Monday in November. 
The'electors 


of 'all the states . constitute the col- 
lege. After the. electors have balloted 
the; votes are counted on the second 
Wednesday 
in February in 
both 


houses of congress, which meet in the 
chamber of the representatives. If 
no candidate has a majority of all the 
votes, the House of Representatives 
has a right to choose either of the 
three persons having the highest num- 
ber of votes.' This is as far as the 
constitution goes. The general opin- 
ion, among constitutional students is 
that it was the purpose of the framers 
of the organic law to grant the elec- 
tors free discretion, 1>ut it is also'the 
opinion that usage has changed all 
this and that custom makes it im- 
perative that the elector shall carry 
out; the wish of the party that named 
him and the voters who elected him 


"A New York contemporary, speak- 


ing of the controversy between Hayes 
and Tilden in. 1876,. says, 'the issue 
wa's finally thrown into the seriate 
and Hayes became president.' 
The 


issue-was decided by the famous elec- 
toral commission, composed of five 
senators, five representatives and five 
members • of the supreme court. Be- 
fore this commission was decided 


with little delay the right of an indi- 
vidual elector from Oregon to vote as 
lie pleased, and in the negative. This 
simply confirmed usage, and before 
the courts, at least, it is quite proba- 
ble that each elector, should the issue 
be raised again, would be compelled, 
regardless of his personal inclination, 
to carry out the wish of those who 
voted for him as nearly as this wish 
could be determined by the .result of 
the election. Anything short of this, 
as has been held generally in the 
past, would lead to endless confusion. 
To all intents and purposes the elec- 
tor .has long since ceased to be clothed 
with individual discretion. He ac- 
cepts his appointment with the knowl- 
idge and understanding that he is to 
be merely an instrument. . In these 
circumstances, there si no good cause 
for believing that such complications 
as are bruited can arise 'out of the 
coming presidential election.

MEALS 
UNOBJECTION- 
ABLE. 


Recent 
Investigations 
have 


shown that the almost universal 
proscription by the medical pro- 
fession of drinking 
at 
meals 


needs some qualification, 
and 


also that the conclusion reached 
by Prof. Hawk of the University 
of Illinois, that liberal drinking 
at meal times Is beneficial, Is 
not to be generally accepted. 
Much liquid dilutes the gastric 
fluid excessively and causes an 
undue secretion of It, which In 
many cases Is to be carefully 
avoided. 
Much careful Investi- 


gation has led to the conclusion 
that the mor« uniform the con- 
tents of the stomach, other 
things being equal, the better the 
digestion, and this applies also 
to the mixing of liquids, though 
to a less degree; but the chief 
objection 
-to 
drinking, freely 


while eating Is the tendency to 
prevent proper mixture of the 
saliva and to reduce mastica- 
tion. 
When water was placed 


near a dog's food, he never 
drank first, If he had not been 
running and never stopped while 
eating to drink, but always If he 
had eaten a full meal he would 
lap a little -water and lie down. 
There is no doubt that the sip- 
ping of a cup of water, not ice 
cold, or of cocoa or weak tea at 
the conclusion of a meal Is un- 
objectionable.

New Use for Movlrij Pictures.

Moving pictures are used by » 


French scientist in the study., of the 
deformation of metals when strongly 
compressed by the 
hydraulic press. 


In some cases he uses' a brass tube of 
three inches diameter and .04 inches 
thickness of metal and observes the 
appearance of the surface when th* 
tube is flattened out by pressure. 
Sometimes, the tubes are filled. with 
a liquid and then compressed. Vari- 
ous figures appear on the surface of 
tbe metal, and moving picture views 
are taken at the rate of 15 a second. 
By throwing the views on a screen It 
is easier to study the effects than by 
direct observation.

After calling attention to the fact 


that there never was such a day as 
ours for the accumulation of wealth 
Pastor Eussell declared that the wealth 
Itself was not-condemned by our Lord 
but the love of it: "The love of money 
Is a root of all evil." Nor should He 
be understood to be a denouncer 01 
•wealth and the wealthy. The outpour 
of Divine favor in tbe multiplying in 
ventlons-of our day had poured wealth 
Into the lap of some out of all propor- 
tion to their covetousness. 
Indeed 


some of the most covetous people the 
Pastor knew were poor people who 
seemed so anxious to get rich that 
their overstraining led them into nu- 
merous financial pitfalls and kept them 
poor. 
The happiest people in the 


world, he said, are those who have 
"godliness 
with; contentment—great 


gain." These are rich toward God. for 
they possess what money cannot pur- 
chase—contentment and.the peace of 
God. 


Pastor Russell^Reported Wealthy. 


Many such people, with heavily mort- 


gaged properties, come to me under the 
supposition that I 'am rich. Indeed, I 
am'told that I have tbe reputation of 
being fabulously rich. When at Corinth 
I learned that the report was current 
that I was reputed to be a multi- 
millionaire and that my library alone 
was worth millions. Servants and por- 
ters, of course, expected tips to corre- 
spond with that reputation and I was 
compelled to seem ungenerous. 
I 


Indeed, I learned that even in Amer- 


ica I am credited with being very rich. 
If other people's books sell for one or 
two dollars per .volume and mine are 
sold by the Bible Students Society for 
one-sixth the "price.'in order to put 
them into the hands of the people, it is 
surmised that I must reap a royalty 
of millions, whereas I receive nothing. 


I do not mind telling you, my fellow- 


Bible-Srudents, that long years ago I 
took the- advice that Jesus gave In our 
context 
I recognized the trifle ot 


wealth in my possession as a steward- 
ship, the proper use of which in God's 
service might make me rich toward 
God. 
I invested all that I had in His 


service and spent it all long ago. I be- 
came a spender instead of an accumu- 
lator of money. Others, perceiving my 
ability as a spender, have since been 
putting into my hands for similar usi 
such of their 'consecrated means as 
they desired so, to use. 


In proportion as the money has come 


In it has gone out In the service oi 
God's Word, in tbe service of those 
hungering and thirsting after 
the 


Truth. The Lord is blessing His work 
In every direction. We never lack. AVe 
never solicit. Our experience is more 
or less contagious. 'Many others are 
learning to be rich toward God by not 
holding (oo^tightly to earthly riches. 


"Go to, Now, Ye Rich Men," 


St. James, by Divine inspiration, nt- 


tered a word of warning to the rich of 
our day. No longer do the rich add 
barn to barn. That is too slow a. way. 
Now they add bond to bond and bank 
to bank. With many of them, money- 
grabbing has become a disease. They 
are to be pitied. Accustomed to tbe 
battlings of trade tbey have no other 
pleasure in life. A few of them turn 
pleasure-hunters; but, alas, they rare- 
ly are pleasure-finders, for he who 
seeks to please himself rarely succeeds. 


I shall not address this audience as 


wealthy and urge you to spend all sur- 
plus wealth and spend it rapidly in 
the service of God, in the service of hu- 
manity, before it takes wings, before 
It becomes a canker. 
i 


Why not? Because I shall assume 


that as true Bible Students you have 
not great wealth to dispose of. 
I 


would assume that either like myself 
you have disposed of your steward- 
ship, or that you were perhaps blessed 
by never possessing more than a com- 
petency. I would, however, urge upon 
you the general principle of our Lord's 
teaching, that the possession of money 
in any amount more than meets our 
necessities is a stewardship, and that 
each has a responsibility toward the 
Lord for the use of such a talent, 
whether large or small.

To each one of the Lord's covenant- 


ed Household found faithful He will 
say, "Well done, good and faithful 
servant: thou hast been faithful over 
a few things. I will make thee ruler 
over many things: enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord"—into tbe Kingdom 
which shortly'is to bless and uplift tbe, 
world of mankind.
